China's foreign trade is in itself tidiculously 
insignificant, Its entire volume amounted in 
1898 to a trifle over 54 millions Sterling ; whilst

‘The New York’ Journal of Commerce pub- 
Jishes facts relating to the commerce of Man- 
churla and Russian proceedings in the pro- 
vince which are interesting at the Present time, 
‘The proceedings of our great and good friend 
Russia in the Chinese province of Manchuria 
(the writer’ says) are becoming a subject of 
Somewhat ‘acute. interest to those identified 
with some important branches of the export 
‘trade of the United States. Strictly speaking, 
Chinese Manchuria, which’ lies south of the 
iAmoor antis sheltered from the polar blasts 
by the mountains forming the watershed of 
that river, and ofits affluent, the Ussuri, con- 


sists of three provinces—Tsitsikar, Kirin and |, 


Liaoyung, The area ofall three is more than 
twice that of New En land, New York, and 
Pennsylvania combined; three times that of 
Great Britain and Ireland, nad over one and a 
half times that of Franee,.:The country is 
eminently fertile, producing not only all varie- 
ties of cereals, but cotton, indigo, and tobacco 
and it could easily Stipport four times its pre- 
sent population, which is estimated at twent 
five millions, It is the only part of China with 
:& White man's climate all the year round. In 
our issue we published a table showing the 
semarkable growth of the trade of the United. 
Stotes’ with Manchuria, as: evidenced by the 
customs of the. treaty port ‘of Newchwang. 
These indicated, brieily, that while the total 
foreign imports into’ Manchuria for 1864 had 
been §,3430!7 haikwan taels, of which, the 
share ‘of the United States’ was. “1349,848 
haikwanvtadls, their value had risen by 1896 to 
6,112,912 haikwan taels, of which the share of 
the United States was 2,234,010 hailewan trels; 
that in 1898 the total was 10,577.46 haikwan 
taelx, of which the share of the United States, 
Was 3,678,496, and that by 1899 the, total im- 
Ports, had reached the remarkable figure of: 
-21y755,900, of which the share of the United 
States was .6,474,895 haikwan tacls. [nother 
‘words, 31 per cent.-of the total import trade uf 
the treaty: port of: Manchuria in 1899 was‘ done: 
by the United States. The statistics show that 
the proportion of foreign trade entering through 
: Newehwang in 1899 was about 10} percent. of 
e entire forcign trade of the Chinese Empire. 
The effect of recent events on American trade 
in- Manchuria has been conspicuously dis- 
astrous, The. Russians have ‘been in posses- 
sion of the portof Newchwang since the end 
of July, and the customs returns of American 
-imports -for- the- uarter’July-September,-1900;- 
compare’ with those for the correspondi 
quarter of the previous year as follows: 
American : 1899. 1900, 
(657,000 ° 25,000 
08,665 620 
148,637 ~ Nil. 
This way be no worse, than the returns 
from Tientsin and Chefoo, the two other great 
ports of North China for the distribution of 
American merchandise, But these ports were 
directly within the circle of the Boxer move- 
nent, while Newchwang was not. As a 
matter of fact, the Boxer troubles in’ Man- 
churia were mainly the result of more or less. 
deliberate action by the Kussians themseives, 
At the outbreak of the’ troubles Newchwang 
was fortunate’ enough to have a Taotai, who 
perceived the folly of the-orders sent to him by 
the Governor at Moukden to'kill all foreigners, 
and who kepta tight hand over his soldiers, 
malntalalag perfect order in the native town 
and its:immediate neighbourhood. This went 
on until July 26th, when the Russians attacked 
a.stockade,'some two miles out of the city, con- 
taining’ ‘seven to eight hundred soldiers of the 
taofai’s guard whose function it was to patrol 
the town at night and keep order. ' They 
occupied the stockade w h the full knowledge 
and consent of the forcign consuls, and they 
naturally demurred’ when they were summoned 


to leave it within an hour by foreign -soldiers F 


from, whom they had been assured they had 
nothing to fear At the end of the hour the 
Russians attacked the.stockade with gun and 
rifle fire and drove its occupants into the native 
town, With the loss often killed, two of the! 
Russians having heen wounded. ‘Fhe Russians 


then withdrew to their settlement four or five’ |’ 


miles off, leaving the’ foreign settlement with 
itd small guard at the mercy of the’ infuriated 
Chinese troops, : ' 
It is interesting after the above, to read the 
stitements made by M. de Witte, the Russian 
Minister of Finance, in his Budget Report for 
1901. In'this Report M. de Witte as will -be 
‘seen, prates of “the sublime Christian work ” 
of Russia in the East, . ; 
‘The consoling thing (he said) in these events
